Allen  to  make  a  survey  of  the  town  to  ascertain  if 
there  was  any  pine  blister  rust. 

Mr.  Allen  performed  his  duties  in  a  very  thorough 
manner  and  reported  that  he  found  the  disease  in  all 
sections  of  the  town.  In  some  parts  he  reported  10% 
of  the  trees  affected.  We  considered  the  full  report 
too  long  to  print,  but  if  anyone  is  interested  in  look- 
ing it  over,  it  may  be  seen  at  the  town  house.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 
Madam  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  School  Board : 


I  hereby  submit  for  your  consideration  my  fourth 
annual  report  of  the  Campton  School  District. 

All  schools  have  been  maintained  for  thirty-six 
weeks  as  required  by  law.  During  the  fall  term,  1922, 
there  were  three  changes  in  the  teaching  force  as  fol- 
lows:     Center   school — resignation   of   Frank   Merrill 
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whose  position  was  filled  by  Nellie  M.  Little;  Beebe 
River  primary — Blanche  Pulsifer  resigned  on  account 
of  sickness  and  her  place  was  filled  by  Mary  E.  Cle- 
ment; and  Livermore  Falls — death  of  Mrs.  Olive  W. 
Adams,  one  of  our  most  eflficient  teachers,  position 
filled  by  Dorothea  Balond,  a  graduate  of  Plymouth 
Normal  School. 

Last  year  there  were  recorded,  by  the  teachers, 
457  tardy  marks,  6  visits  by  school  board  members, 
195  visits  by  superintendent  of  schools  and  301  visits 
by  parents  and  citizens. 

The  following  pupils  had  a  perfect  record  for  the 
year:  Lower  Village,  Nina  M.  McCoy;  Livermore  Falls, 
Davis  Adams,  Ruth  Adams,  Bessie  Hanscomb,  Fred 
Moulton,  Mildred  Moulton;  Bog,  Doris  Brainard,  El- 
len Tyler,  Wilfred  Tvler;  Branch,  Foster  G.  Avery, 
John  W.  Nichols;  Pulsifer  Hill,  Alice  Still;  Hildreth. 

Norman  Hussey;  Blair,  Frances  Sanborn  and  Fred 
Willoughby. 

The  school  census,  taken  September  1922,  shows 
88  boys  and  92  girls  in  town  between  the  ages  of  five 
and  sixteen  years.  Of  these,  143  were  registered  in 
public  schools  of  the  town,  2  in  a  private  school,  3  in 
elementary  schools  outside  of  the  district  and  11  in 
high  school. 

Standard  tests  have  been  given  in  some  subjects 
and  from  the  results,  we  are  better  able  to  grade  our 
schools,  to  do  away  with  guessing  as  to  accomplish- 
ments and  standards  to  be  attained.  They  also  reveal 
to  us  the  weak  spots  in  our  teaching  and  by  this  knowl- 
edge we  are  able  to  teach  more  effectively. 

The  repairs  for  the  most  part  have  been  as  fol- 
lows :  The  Branch  schoolhouse  has  been  remodeled  and 
painted  inside,  the  Lower  Village  schoolhouse  painted 
inside,  the  schoolhouses  at  the  Village,  Branch  and 
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West  Road  have  been  shingled,  the  underpinning  re- 
set at  the  Hildreth  school,  and  jackets  purchased  for 
the  stoves  at  the  Branch,  Lower  Village  and  Center 
schools. 

This  year  three  transportation  routes  are  main- 
tained, viz.,  to  the  Bog  from  Beach  Hill,  to  the  Center 
school  and  to  the  Hildreth  schools. 

In  my  report  last  year,  I  referred  to  a  statement 
made  by  Commissioner  Butterfield  relative  to  keep- 
ing open  small  rural  schools.  The  coming  year  we 
are  to  face  the  problem  discussed  in  one  of  our  schools 
and  possibly  two.  If  all  of  the  eighth  grade  pupils 
in  the  Pulsifer  Hill  and  Hildreth  schools  succeed  in 
completing  the  work  of  the  elementary  school,  those 
schools  will  be  very  small  another  year — two  left  on 
Pulsifer  Hill  and  but  five  or  possibly  four  in  the  Hil- 
dreth school. 

The  school  for  the  past  two  years  at  Livermore 
Falls  has  been  held  in  a  room  in  the  house  now  owned 
by  Mr.  Benjamin  Moulton.  The  school  has  outgrown 
its  present  quarters  and  further  the  room  is  not  avail- 
able for  school  purposes  for  another  year.  There  are 
registered  thirteen  small  children  in  this  school.  It 
is  possible  that  the  number  may  be  increased  another 
year.  Having  this  number  of  children,  it  does  not 
seem  wise  to  think  of  transporting  them  to  another 
school.  This  leaves  but  one  solution  for  the  situation, 
viz.,  to  provide  a  school  building  for  this  section. 

Dr.  Cheney  examined  112  school  children  and  re- 
ported 7  with  defective  eyes,  59  with  bad  teeth,  21 
with  enlarged  tonsils,  7  with  adenoids,  3  with  en- 
larged glands,  2  with  heart  trouble  and  18  not  vac- 
cinated. 84  notices  were  sent  to  parents.  In  order 
that  the  most  benefit  may  be  derived  from  these  med- 
ical examinations,  the  parents  should  heed  the  notices 
and  make  an  effort  to  correct  the  defects  as  far  as 
possible. 
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The  health  of  its  children  is  the  first  care  of  the 
school.  The  co-operation  of  the  parents  and  pupils 
is  most  earnestly  solicited.  "When  ill  health  requires 
that  a  child  frequently  absent  himself  from  school, 
not  only  the  child  but  his  classmates  and  his  teacher 
also  suffer  loss.  The  classmates  are  deprived  of  his 
companionship  and  his  contributions  to  the  work  of 
the  group.  The  teacher  must  devote  additional  time 
in  a  repetition  of  guidance  and  instruction."  May  we 
not  strive  to  reduce  the  loss  to  the  minmum  that  the 
greatest  efficiency  may  be  realized  in  our  schools?
